1) The Applicants' response received on October 13, 2006 is acknowledged and entered. Applicants elected a core structure of the 
general chemical formula XMR wherein 

(A) X is H, F, CI, Br, I, N3, OR1, SRI, CN, NR1 R2, a cyclic group, a substituted cyclic group, a heterocyclic group, a substituted 
heterocyclic group, a linear branched alkyl group of 1 to 20 carbons, a substituted linear or branched alkyl group, an alkenyl group, a 
substituted alkenyl group, an alkynyl group, a substituted alkynyl group, an acyl group, a substituted acyl group, wherein Rl and R2 
are each independently the same or different linear or branched alkyl group, a substituted linear or branched alkyl group, a substituted 
cyclic alkyl group, an acyl group, a substituted acyl group, 

(B) M is NH, O, CO, and 

(C) R is H, OH, a linear or branched alkyl group, a substituted linear or branched alkyl group, a substituted cyclic alkyl 
group. 

However, XMR is not a SINGLE, specific species wherein all of the bonds and atoms are defined as requested in the species 
requirement mailed on September 13, 2006. Applicants must elect a single, specific species of "X" (and Rl and/or R2 if necessary), a 
single, specific species of "M", and a single, specific species of "R". Applicants must also provide information on how "X", "M", and 
"R" are connected (e.g. a complete structure must be supplied). Thus the species election is incomplete because applicant did not elect 
a SINGLE SPECIFIC SPECIES as required. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be a bona fide attempt, applicant is given 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 
CFR 1.136(a). 

2) Two claim sets were received on November 30, 2006. One claim set states that claims 1-10 are original and claims 1 1-15 are new. 
The second claim set states that calims 1-9 and 14 are original, claims 10-13 and 15-18 are canceled, and claims 19-23 are new. It is 
not clear which claim set the applicant wishes to prosecute. In addition, it is noted that on October 13, 2003 claims 1-18 were 
originally filed, on March 4, 2004 a duplicate of the original claims 1-18 appears to have been refiled, on October 13, 2006 a triplicate 
of claims 1-18 appears to have been filed again, and on October 13, 2006 claims 1-15 were filed but not entered. Proper claim 
identifiers are required for the claims. In addition, the text of canceled claims should be deleted. Furthermore, it is not necessary to 
submit the entire specification if applicants wish to amend the claims. Only a marked up copy of the claims with proper status 
identifiers is required. Moreover, the text of canceled claims should not listed in the claim set. See MPEP § 714 and 37 CFR 1.121. 

3) In order to expedite prosecution, applicants' IDS will also be addressed. Applicants are required to supply a legible copy of each 
non-Patent literature reference cited in the IDS. Applicants have not supplied a copy of any of the non-Patent literature documents 
cited in the IDS filed on October 13, 2003. See MPEP § 609 and 37 CFR 1.98.
